Soil  and  Fertilizer 

Water  Lilies  will  grow  in  most  any  soil.  For  best  results,  we 
recommend  a  mixture  of  three  parts  clay  loam,  or  rich  garden 
soil  to  one  part  rotted  cow  manure.  Any  standard  brand  of 
commercial  fertilizer  may  be  used  as  a  substitute  when  the 
manure  can  not  be  obtained.  Do  not  use  more  than  one-half 
pound  of  fertilizer  with  each  cubic  foot  of  soil. 

Containers 

Do  not  use  boxes  or  tubs  that  will  hold  less  than  one  cubic 
foot  of  soil.  To  plant  in  a  smaller  container  will  retard  the 
growth  of  the  lily  and  prevent  freedom  of  bloom.  Lilies  planted 
in  containers  should  have  the  soil  changed  every  two  years.

Pools 

We  do  not  attempt  to  tell  you  how  to  construct  a  Lily  Pool. 
Climatic  conditions  vary  in  different  parts  of  the  Country. 
Cement  makes  the  most  satisfactory  pool.  Those  who  are  not 
familiar  with  the  use  of  this  material  should  consult  their  local 
dealer  in  Builders  Supplies.  The  ideal  pool  is  twenty-four 
inches  deep.  This  allows  one  foot  of  soil  and  one  foot  of  water 
for  those  who  prefer  placing  the  soil  over  the  bottom  of  pool. 
Water  Lilies  will  thrive  in  six  inches  to  three  feet  of  water,  but 
twelve  inches  gives  best  results. 

When  to  Plant 

Hardy  Water  Lilies  may  be  planted  from  April  to  September. 
April,  May  and  June  are  the  best  months.  Tropical  Lilies  not 
before  June  1st.  in  the  Northern  States.
